Latest Estimates Place Monte- 


rey's Death List at 2000. 


Monterey. Mexico. Aug. 31. — The 


city authorities now estimate that 
2.000 persons lost their lives in the 
flood throughout the 
Santa Cata- 


iina '.-alley, SCO bodies having al- 
ready been recovered and ouried. The 
number of homeless, many destitute, 
is placed at between. 15.000 and 
.20,000. 


The Santa Catarisa river at Monte- 


rey has subsided suSrcieatly to per- 
mit a- passage into the district lying 
to the sooth, and a visit to that sec- 
tion-^evealed an appa'ling.,rendition. 
People who had been "saveo^from the 
Good had been without food until, on 
some cables a small amount of bread 
and beans wus gotten across. The 
liver was still running swiftly, and 
in order to get across it was neces- 
sary to wade through half a mile of 
water so as to- avoid the current, 
which was sail strong; enough to 
sweep a man from his feet. 


Once on ihe south side of the river, 


evidences of the terrible destruction 
wrought by the flood were to oe seen 
on every hand- 
Five blocks of the 


district were as though they had 
never existed, and in the remaining 
portion of the district bodies were 
being taken from the 
ruins and 


buried by a party of gendarmes sent 
across for the purpose.

Statement Falls Flat. 


3ir^ Gompers' statement was re- 


ceived coldly. 
Several 
delegates 


jumped to their feet to protest. Kue- 
ber, an Austrian delegate, vehement- 
ly characterized Mr. Gompers' expla- 
nation as mockery. He. like others. 
had been under the impression that 
the Ameridins meaa^ business, and 
that Mr. Gompers was the official del- 
egate from that country. Otherwise 
he could not 'understand how the 
American resolutions happened to be 
printed in the official program. 


"We thank yon for your opinions." 


he said, pointedly, "but we do not 
need them. Tour policies inay not. 
permit you to come to us, but one 
day, American workmen, you will 
realize that your policies are erro- 
neous, and you will see the necessity 
of joining the international federa- 
tion." 


Mr. Gompers, stinging under the 


rebuke but unflinching, arose to reply- 
"I regret." he exclaimed, "that you 
have misconstrued my remarks as an 
attack npon European trades union- 
ism. I repeat, we are sincerely de- 
sirous of international federation, but 
only so far as it preserves the Amer- 
ican conception of unionism. If En- 
rope does not •arant us it will he un- 
fortunate. Nevertheless, we will con- 
tinue to do everything possible to at- 
tain the goal for which the human 
Tace is struggling—the international 
fraternity aad unity."

have been divided into two bauds and

..i.uts- Tbe result is that they ba.ve 
pmrrically killed nearly all the brush 
In the voarse either by eating It up 
entirely or by barking, as in the case 
of the heavy manzanita bushes. At 
Jbe beginning of tbe experiment there 
was some doubt as to tbe goats" will- 
ingness to eat the maazanita. but It 
h.j<? l»een found that where ^there is 
little else they will Just as readily at- 
tsrfc it as any other boshes.

Politieal organization of H:e world 


as a pertinent nad practical topic for 
present times will be the principal snb- 
i-t-t of discussion at the meeting of 
he international peace congress at 
Stockholm. Aug. 29 to Sept. 3. This 
determination was reached at a ses- 
k-n of tke Berne bureau in Boston. 
he official body having in charge tke 
arrangements for the congress. The 
vote of the bureau was upon this point: 
"Further, it is concluded that at fu- 
ture congresses only one great ques- 
tion shall be placed la the foreground. 
For this year it is the question of in- 
ernarional organization."

Edwin D. Mead, one of the four' 


American members of the Berne bu- 
reau—the others are Samuel T. Dut- 
on of New Torfc. Dr. Benjamin F. 
Trueblood of Boston, secretary of the 
American Peace society, and Mrs. 
Jelva A. nockwood—says that the pre- 
•ise meaning of "international organ- 
zation" is political organization of the 
vorid as a single body, just the same 
as the subject of resolutions adopted 
in 190D by the Massachusetts legtsla- 
tare. This idea has been also in the 
minds of some, at least, of the Mo- 
icnk delegstes who have repeatedly 
la the Mohonk platform indorsed the 
•reposition of an international legis- 
.itive body and have even indicated 
The Hague conferences as the germ ont

First Discussion of Question.

ISiO and 1S30 
at Brussels, Paris and Frankfort re- 
spectively, where Elibn Burrift urged 
jis plan for a. congress of nations and 
establishment of a high court of jcs- 
ace. ilr. Burritt even used the ex- 
pression "an international legislature.'" 
iut his plan was as Air. Mead said in 
the Old South Leaflet. Xo. 14G, contain- 
ing Burritt's addresses at these places, 
'finally realized at The Hague." 
What Bnrritt and his fellow workers 


bad in mind was a single gathering of 
delegates, lifee that of The Hague in 
1SD9. to formulate a code of interna- 
tional law or method of procedure for 
all nations by the authority of all na- 
tions for settlement of differences be- 
tween them. This was realized at The 
Hague by the holding of the confer- 
ence aiid establishment of The Hague 
ccnrt of arbitration. Mr. Bnrritt was 
explicit in saying that his plan did not 
propos" acy such organization as es- 
isis in 5be union of states in the Unit- 
ed States. Bnrritt's effort was to se- 
cnre the pence of the world. 


No idea of a World Federation. 


The Stockholm discussion, therefore, 


must be regarded as the first formal 
public discussion in a large way of 
political unity of all nations as a single 
organism. 
But this discussion bos 


not hi us of a world federation idea in 
it. Itatber there is believed to be in 
progress a natnral. inevitable develop- 
ment of the unity of the Isuman race 
(existing in the very fact of the races 
being cpon the earthi into a formal 
political unsou. 
There are already 


ph-nty of instances to illustrate world 
legislation, more- or less partial and 
incomplete, bat still an expression of 
the will of nations. The conventions 
of the universal postal union and both 
of the peace conferences at The Hagne 
are conspicuous illustration!!. 


Still further, the second conference 


at Tlio Hague, in 1H07. proposed the 
perm of the world judicial department 
In the convention for an international 
ptize court. The recent international 
naval conference in London, beginning 
last December. In which ten nations 
took part, icclndin:: the TJnitcd Statos, 
proposed the formation of a practical 
code. There is good authority for tak- 
ing this view of the probable develop- 
ment from this creation of the second 
Hague conference.
